In Camp Terry the completly full

Camp officials didn 1 t have t 
look far to find Glen Graber, aole and 
willing to take over until the end of the 
term. He teaches classes in biology 7 an 
and physics, a job which he never ^.au 
anticipated when he came to Camp. Glen 
is a graduate of- Bluff ton College and 
also attended the University of Iowa. 

Another man with an extraordinary 
job is Hersha'l Hooley, captain oi two 
boats, eighteen and'- twnety feet long 
which furnish a means of transportation 
over the Yellowstone River for the boys 
working at the -pumping plant and beyond. 
This eliminates the forty mile aotour 
over dirt roads which was the first 
solution to the washout of the Fallon 
highway bridge over the Yellowstone

Our 
campees are engaged in nearly all of 
0 tne peases of development of>an irri¬ 
gation project irom- the construction of 
tx*e pumping plant to the final develop¬ 
ment cf tne farm units ready for occupan 
cy^and^operation in all details," says Mr 
•&.-C. Fingerson Camp Superintendent, 

Tne -work, to which the men at Camp 
lorry are assigned is registered as the 
Buffalo Rapids irrigation- project, which 
is operated through two distinctly 
separate government agencies. Including' 
tne improvement of about thirty thousand 
acres in the level valley of the Yellow 
stone River, the Buffalo Rapids Project 
.varies in width from one to five miles 
and extends from Shirley, 30 miles west 
ol Terry, to Glendive, 40 miles to the 
east, a distance of 60 miles. 

Tlio Perm Security. Administration,an 

agency .created under the hew Deal f.or 
j-arm improvement and service to needy 
farmers, administers the project division 
through M. E, E. Pingerson, There are 
about 125 men in camp; of those more than 
90 are sent out for work on the 
various projects. The P. S. A. uses 65^ 
of the men for its own crews and the 
otner 35 % are assigned to serve with the 
Bureau of Reclamation, a cooperating- 
agency. 

Crews working directly under Farm 
Security clear the land of the valley, 
survey it,level it with the best of '..and 
leveling equipment including large Cater 
pillars and Carry-All scrapers. Other 
crews are directed by the Buffalo Rapids 


Farm Association in the final prepare.tie. 
of the farm -units for occupancy and bper 
ation * The units are equipped with some 
poultry houses, hog houses, gar a.go, and 
^rainerios, barns, and liousos* TLe 
Association is a corporation which works 
in close cooperation with the F. e.A, 

■ The Bureau of Reclaimation super- 
v-isos c&uipoc crows in tiic buildiru: l- 1 
central pumping plants, which draw the 
water from the Yellowstone River and 
ptcap it into main irrigation carnals. The 
laying out and the construction of those 
canals and principal lateral systems is 
also done through the organization of 
tmo Bureau. After the plants.canals and 
laterals are^completed, they are given 
over to tne I. S, a, for maintenance and 
operation, 'l'mj s latter, organization 
prepares the farm ditches which carry 
tmo water irom the laterals to formers 
fields,
